The accused man was not 
present, although Proprietor Michael 
Roland said he was at work. 
It was 


deemed inadvisable '.o place him on 
the stand as a witness, as any evi- 
dence that he might give would in all 
probability tend to incriminate him- 
self. "Mellon, was la'er placed under 
arrest by County Detective Frank Mc- 
Laughlin and taken 10 Uniontown. 


The first -witness called was Rich- 


ard Brown of South Connellsville. He 
testified that he ha I liee'n standing 
in the door of the Haas hotel when 
he saw Long put out of the bar room 
twice. Each time h( was put out he 
slipped to the pavement. The second 
time he went as far as the corner at 
Slain street, and then returning went 
to'the main entrance of the hotel. He 
was standing within two feet of him. 
He saw ra bartender 
witn 
a white 


apron on strike Lorg several heavy 
bJows in the Tace aui. then throw him 
out the door. jWitneJS saw and heard 
the back ol Long's head strike the 
pavement. 
He laid there for a mo- 


ment and then witness went 
away, 


saying there was going to be trouble 
for the man was dead. 
He testified 


that the bartender 
said 
somethin 


like "You won't 
sUy 
out?" as he 


threw Long onto th-s pavement. The 
bartender then, -with white, set face, 
went back to his wirk at the bar. 


. Some bystanders straightened Lon^ 


up alongside tfce building. He did not 
know the name of tae man who put 
: Long out. 


Fritz Callahan testified to substan- 


- tially the same. He saw Long put out 


of the place twice and his attempt to 
enter the hotel again through tho 
mala entrance. He saw the bartend- 
er striking the man in the face. 
He 


knew Jt was the sanie man that put 
Long out of the banoora. Long was 
bleeding profusely fiom the nose as 
he laid on the pavement. He heard the 
bartender angrily sa> as he threw the 


' maa out of the main entrance. "You 


won't stay out, won': you?" 
He was 


not sure that an oatii had been used 
with the expression. 


James Berry testified that the trou- 


ble occurred between 6.:;0 and 7.00 
o'clock Thursday e\ entng. 
He saw 


Long thrown out twice and fall on thf 
pavement. 
He didn't see him thrown 


out of the main entrance, but did see 
him lying on the pavement bleeding. 
The police removed mm to the police 
station. 


Dr. T. H. White, who performed the 


autopsy and who alto attended Long 
on Thursday morning testified that in 
making the examinat.on he had found 
a number of blood clots in the various 
parts of the head. That the sections 
of the head were discolored, and that 
the scrotum was swollen and discolor- 
ed. 
This last injury was separate 


and could not have been caused by the 
injury to the head. The skull was not 
fractured, but there v-as a small sepa- 
ration at the back of the head. In his 
opinion death was fue to a cerebo 
hemorrhage. 
This was caused by a 


se-vere blow on the back of the head 
It might have been caused by a heavj 
fall, but there were tvo injuries there 
and a fall could have only caused one 
injury or depression.

Officer Thomas McDonald testified 


that he, with Officer McCudden, wad 
called from the police station to ar- 
rest Long and that they found him 


, silting 
on 
the p^ ement 
propped 


against the hotel building1. 
He was 


bleeding profusely. 
Long was remov- 


ed to the police station, where Dr. S. 
G. ilcCune was called and attended 
him. 
He was ater removed to his 


home. 


Charles Adam-, better known as 


""Yellow," ciiuat'i1 -son etniug of a siir 
Tvhen he was called a^ ti witness. He 
was visibly nervous and could not 
keep his hand up while the oath was 
administered. When he took the wit- 
ness chair he surprised Coroner Bell 
by saying that he was not at the Haas 
House on Thursday evening. 
Other 


questions wt-re asked him and his ab- 
solute failure to answer tbem with 
any satisfaction was getting- on the 
nerves of the Coiomr and the jury. 
It finally developed through a specta- 
tor that "Yellow" wcs not the right 


witness aud that John Adams'should 
have been subpoenaed. 


Michael Roland, proprietor of the 


hotel, testified that he was Jit supper 
when the trouble occurred. 
He has 


two bartenders, 
John 
Mellon anJ 


Thomas Forkin. At the time that the 
trouble occurred John Mellon should 
have been, and was to t"ae best of his 
knowledge, on duty. 
He said that 


Mellon told him that he bad put Long 
out of the bar twice. He did not say 
that he had put him out of the niKiu 
entrance. Mr, Roland said he did not 
know whetner Mellon had left his 
place behind the bar at any time dur- 
ing the period he was tending bar.
